Fortas Chances 
Appear Slim 


Filibuster Vote 
Scheduled Tuesday 


WASHINGTON CAP) - Abe 
Fortas' 
bru ised 
and 
battered 
nomination to be chief ju stice is 
being giv en little chance for 
Senate confirmation, ev en by 
some su p p orters. 
Sen. Josep h Ty dings said Su n­ 
day an attemp t to kill a filibu s­ 
ter against Fortas’ ap p ointment 
will fail when it comes u p Tu es­ 
day . 
"The filibu ster will su cceed” 
in keep ing the Senate from v ot­ 
ing on the nomination itself, the 
Mary land Democrat said. 
Ty dings’ assessment came in 
a weekend of many gloomy de­ 
v elop ments for Fortas’ su p p ort­ 
ers whose hop es were bright­ 
ened by only a cou p le of items. 
Albert Jenner, a Chicago at­ 
torney who heads the American 
Bar 
Association’s 
committee 
that endorsed Fortas, said Su n­ 
day that "nothing relev ant has 
come forth-’ requ iring reconsid­ 
eration of the endorsement. 
He was resp onding to ABA 
President William Gossett’s ear­ 
lier statem ent that the commit­ 
tee act.^d withou t knowing all 
the 
facts, 
p articu larly 
some 
brou ght out in Senate Ju diciary 
Committee hearings. 
And a new organization, the 
Lawy ers’ 
Committee 
on 
Su­ 
p reme 
Cou rt 
Nominations, 
u rged the Senate Su nday to stop 
a filibu ster and let the m atter 
go to the floor for a v ote on the 
merits of the ap p ointment. 
"Nothing would more p oorly 
serv e ou r constitu tional sy stem 
than for the nominations to hav e 
earned the ap p rov al of the Sen­ 
ate majority , bu t to be thwarted 
becau se the majority is denied a 
chance to v ote.” the 162-man 
com m ittee’s statem ent said. 
The only effect the statem ents 
by Jenner and the committee 
would likely hav e on the Senate 
floor might be to shore u p su p ­ 
p ort among those who hav e 
been wav ering in their backing 
of the mov e to hav e Fortas su c­ 
ceed retiring Earl Warren. 
An Associated Press su rv ey 
last week showed anti-Fortas 
forces had enough strength to 
keep a filibu ster going, and that 
was before Rep u blican Leader 
Ev erett M. Dirksen said he had 
^hanged his mind and would 
v ote against limiting debate. 
In fact, Dirksen gav e what 
cou ld be a mortal wound to For­ 
tas' chances when he said F ri­ 
day he might not ev en su p p ort 
the ap p ointment as he first said 
ne would. 
Dirksen indicated he wasn't 
su re he cou ld back Fortas be­ 
cau se of dev elop ments that oc­ 
cu rred since his earlier endorse­ 
ment, 
dev elop ments 
that 
in 
v olv ed the ju stice "in the sense 
that a decision of the cou rt in 
which he p articip ated 
is in­ 
v olv ed.” 
This decision, it was u nder­ 
stood, 
p rohibited 
p rosecu tors 
from 
au tomatically 
ex clu ding 
from cap ital p u nishment cases, 
ju rors who ex p ress op p osition to 
the death p enalty . 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield, a strong su p p orter of 
Fortas, 
said 
that 
Dirksen’s 
change in p osition "su re as hell 
will” adv ersely affect chances 
of breaking the filibu ster.
